With more than ten solid car loads 
of the finest chickens the country can 
produce already (filling the arena of 
the auditorium and with almost as 
many more ready to be cooped this 
morning, everything is in practical 
readiness for the opening of the 
Southern International Poultry Asso- 
ciation's first annual show which will 
begin at 1 o'clock today and run 
throughout the week. 

Beginning Saturday about noon, the 
4,000 and odd birds which..are to be 
exhibited during the show, began ar- 
riving in the city by the car load, and 
throughout Sunday they continued to 
come in a steady stream. Sufficient 
coops to accommodate them had been 
erected by the time they came in, but 
it was only by dint of hard work all 
of Saturday night and a part of Sun- 
day that they were all comfortably 
stowed for the week the show will 


run, 

This morning will see another influx 
of birds from the 23 ‘different states 
which are to be represented at the 
show and _ Superintendent Jennings 
and those in charge of cooping the 
birds will be kept extremely busy 
throughout the forenoon making prep- 
arations for opening the doors of the 
Auditorium-Armory at 1 o'clock when 
the show will be officially opened. 

Big Arena Full. 

The birds Which had come in up to 
last night filled a goodly portion of 
the space in the big arena of the audi- 
torilum and those which come in today 
will. in a large measure, be placed in 
Taft Hall and in the space under the 
balcony seats in the main body of 
the building. It will not be necessary. 
as was thought for a time, to put 
any of the coops, one upon another, 
and on 
are congratulating themselves. 

Many of the birds which came im 
Sunday were from some of the most 
noted farms, of not only the United 
States, but of the world, and in al- 
most every case, breeders and fanciers 
have entered their choicest birds, This 
being the case, it is stated, there can 
be no question but that the birds 
winning prizes at the show here will 
be as good as any section of the coun- 
try can produce. 

Of the fourteen judges who are to 
officiate at the show, only three reach- 
ed the city Sunday, but practically 
every one of the others will come in 
during the forenoon today. Almost 
without exception, these officials have 
national reputations ag fanciers of 
certain kinds of birds, and those in a 
position to know affirm that no show 
ever held in the United States has 
been judged by a more competent set 
ef officials than those who will act 
here. 

John W. Foley, of Royersford, Pa., 
known the country over as one of the 
foremost breeders of Buff Plymouth 
Rocks; George Ewald, of Cincinnati, a 
man of international reputation as a 
fancier of pigeons, -and Dr. George 
Reynolds, of Marietta, Ga., one of the 
leading southern fanciers, are the three 
judges who have already reached the 
city. 

Prise Awards Teesday. 

The judges will begin their work 
early tomorrow morning, and. the 
awarding of prizes in the different 
classes will go on throughout the day. 
As fast as awards are made, ribbons 
signifying what prize each winner 
took wil] be attached to the coop con- 
taining the bird, so that the genera! 
public in attending the .show after 
Tuesday can tell at a giance which 
the judges considered the most per- 
fect specimens of each class. 

The prizes offered at this show are 
among the most liberal ever put up at 
a show of this Kind anywhere in the 
country. Three thousand dollars in gold 
will be distributed to prize winners, 
while considerably more than one hun- 
dred cups will also be given to those 
fortunate enough to exhibit prize- 
winning birds.

The Dynamiting Brothers Are 
‘Given @ Musical Welcome 
fo California Penitentiary 


CUISINE OF SAN QUENTI 
LAUDED TO THE BROTHERS 


Wag in Stripes Placed a Face- 
tious Card Before the Mc- 
Namaras When They Enter- 
ed the Prison Grill— The 
Brothers Will Be Put to 
Work Today. 


San Quentin, Cal., December 10.—The 
McNamara brothers today entered San 
Quentin penitentiary, where James 
B. is condemned to spend the re- 
mainder of his life for his confessed 
crime of murder in connection with 
the Los Angeles Times explosion, and 
where John J., secretary of the Inter- 
national Association of Bridge and 
Structural Iron Workers, is sentenced 
to fifteen years’ imprisonment for 
dynamiting. 

The men entered the prison, it is 
fairly authenticated, believing they 
had achieved much for the cause of 
union labor and had been misunder- 
stood in their efforts and the results 
they obtained. 

Brothers Enter the Pen. 

Whirled from Los Angeles on a fast 
night train, the men were taken from 
it, at sunrise today, put on a little 
river steamer and landed, two hours 
and a half later, at San Quentin prison 
wharf on the shores of San Pablo bay. 

As the prison cloce struck 10, John 
J. stepped over the threshold of the 
jail door, with his brother directly be- 
hind him. In five minutes James B. 
had become convict 25,314 and John J., 
number 25,315. They were measured 
for jail clothing, photographed in two 
positions, given a carbolic tinctured 
bath, put into stripes, shaved and crop- 
pea atta Ye-pretograpned Within ‘an 
hour. 

Cell 18, into which they were locked, 
adjoins the tier in which condemned 
murderers are Kept and the balcony 
outside is cut off by a little grate. 
Further down the row toward the 
ether end is the cell of Abraham Ruef, 
serving a 14-year sentence for bribery 
in connection with the San Francisco 
graft cases. 


Band Plays as McNamaras Enter. 


Soon after the men entered the jail 
the prison band began to play and 
continued until 1 p. m. At 2 o'clock 
Sunday dinner was served. The Mc- 
Namaras were furnished with a prison- 
made dinner card done in three colors 
and marked “San Quentin Grill.” The 
prisoners who devised it had taken 
occasion to point out the attractions 
of the place. 

“Never since the opening, in 1852, 
has the San Quentin Grill enjoyed a 
better reputation or greater patronage 
than under the present management,” 
wrote the wag in stripes. “There are 
at present more than 1,940 regular 
boarders taking their meals at the 
grill. The cuisine and service are un- 
surpassed. Some of the buarders re- 
turn six, eight and even ten times 
after trying other establishments. The 
location and climate are the finest in 
the world. Situated at the foot of 
Mount Tamalpais, basked in the grand 
and glorious California sunshine, fan- 
ned by the breezes of San Pablo bay, 
| the grill is an ideal resort the year 
*round,” 


rhey Begin Work Today. 


The brothers passed the remainder 
of the day in their cells. Tomorrow 
they will begin work in the jute mill, 
Warden Hoyle said, but James B., on 
the advice of Sheriff Hammell, will be 
examined for tuberculosis and if he 
shows symptoms of it he will be given 
other work. 

At Carquinez Straits Station, the 
men, handcuffed together, were slipped 
from the rear platform of the obser- 
vation car. They were hurried to the 
little steamer Caroline, a hundred 
yards away. 

For the most part of the trip, the 
men stood handcuffed together on the 
after deck. 

The sight of the penitentiary efailed 
to move them, and when they passed 
the Giant Powder Works where James 
B. bought dynamite botinbs, which he 
placed at the homes of General Harri- 
son Gray Otis, proprietor cf The Los 
Angeles Times and Felix Zehandelaer, 
sccretary of the Merchants and Manu- 
facturers’ Association cf Los Angeles, 
the brothers’ backs happened to be 
turned that way.

Bowman, Ga., December 10.—(Spe- 
cial.)—J. H. Jordan, a carpenter, com- 
mitted suicide at his place here at 4

in which he repeatedly exonerated his; 
wife of all blame in the matter, 

Jordan left the home during the af- 
ternoon to go to the pasture, some 200 
yards distant, to search, as he naid,| 
for a cow. As he remained away an 
unaccountably long time his wife sent, 
a young son to look for him. The 
boy found his father dead by the pas- 
ture gate. 

Dr. A. 8S. Johnson, a physician who 
was quickly summoned, found upon the 
pereon of the deceased two vials, one 
of which contained whisky and the 
other a white substance supposed to 
be arsenic. 

The following note, written by Jor- 
dan and addressed to hig family, was 
found: 

“My time is come. It is :me and no- 
body else is to blame. 

“Goodby, Hettiroe and Herman, 

“J. H. JORDAN.” 

‘TIT am guilty, nobody else. Don’t ac- 
cuse my wife of anything. It igs me. 

- “J. H. JORDAN.” 

“Don’t accuse my wife of anything. 
My wife treats me all right.” 

It is thought that the deed was the 
result of heavy drinking that Jordan 
indulged in during the past two weeks. 

The deceased was about 45 years old, 
and leaves a wife and two children—a 
son and daughter.

Deputy Sheriff James Cathers, to whom 
he took a great liking during his im- 
prisonment. 

To Cathers he showed his plain gold 


cuff links. 

“One of my brcthers gave me these,” 
he sai “lt value them more than 
anything. It seems to me that life's 
little kindnesses, things which we 
know is bekind them, should mean 
more to us.” 

When he was searchel at the peni- 
tentiary, he handed the links to George 
Collins, a convict, who used to be a 
San Francisco attorney. 

“I don’t care about the other things,’ 
he said, “but please be sure to save 
these for me,” 

John J.’s View of Life. 

Men who have talked with John J. 
McNamara say he has developed a view 
of life which not only fortified him in 
the ordeal which he underwent today, 
but convinced him that the dynamiting 
which he and hig brother did was ine-

SHOWS. SURPLUS 


No Deficit Reported for Firs 
Time in 28 Years 


Hitchcock, in Annual State- 
ment, Says There Has Been 
No Curtailment of Facilities, 
But That Important Exten- | 
sions Have Been Made..

Washington, Dec. 10.—The annual 
report of Postmaster General Hitch- 
cock states that the first time since 
1883 the annual financial statement of 
the postoffice department shows a 
surplus instead of a deficit. The rev- 
enues for the fiscal year ended June 
30, 1911, amounted to $2387,879,823.60 
and the expenditures to $237,660,705.48, 
leaving. a surplus of $219,118.12, At 
the beginning of the present admin- 
istration in 1909 the postal service 
was in arrears to the extent of $17,- 
479,770.47, which was decidedly the 
largest deficit on record, In the brief 
space of two years this deficit has 
been changed into a substantial sur- 
plus. 

Extension of the Service. 

The wiping out of the deficit has 
been accomplished without curtail- 
ment of postal facilities. On the con- 
trary, important extensions have been 
made in every branch of:the service. 
Since the opening of the present ad- 
ministration there have been estab- 
lished 3,744 new post offices, delivery 
by carrier has been provided in 186 
additional cities, and 2,516 new rural 
routes, aggregating 60,679 miles have 
been authorized. Meanwhile the 
force of postal employees has been in- 
creased by more than 8,000. In com- 
pensating such employees the depart- 
ment follows a liberal policy. Last 
year the total amount expended for 
salaries was approximately $14,000,000 
greater than two years ago. Thus a 
marked extension of the postal service | 
and higher compensation for its em- 
ployes have gone hand in hand with 
a vanishing deficit. 

Postal Savings System. 

An important event of the year was 
the successful organization of the post- 
al savings system On January 3, 
1911, depositories were opened experi- 
mentally at a single postoffice in each 
one of the forty-eight states and terri- 
tories. After a careful test of four 
months at these offices the system was 
rapidly extended and.now comprises 
practically all of the 7,600 presidential 
postoffices, Preparations are being 
made to establish the system also in 
abeut 40,000 fourth-class offices that 
do a money-order business. 

Postal savings deposits have kept 
pace with the extension of the system. 
Amounting at the end of the first 
month to only §60,2652 in the forty- 
eight experimental offices, they ~ in- 
creased in a half year to $679,310, and 
now, after eleven months of operation, 
have reached a total of $11,000,00. 

Asapming that the postal savings 
system will be extended to additional 
offices in accordance with present 
plans, and that with this extension 
the deposits will continue to incerase 
at the same rate as now, it is confi- 
dently predicted that from forty to 
fifty million dollars will have been 
taken in by the close of the current 
fiscal year. At that time the income 
of. the system should be sufficient to 
pay all operating expenses, including 
those incurred at the central adminis- 
trative office. 

Pareel Post. 

Now that the successful operation 
of the postal savings system is as- 
sured, it is hoped that congress will 
promptly authorize the establishment 
of a parcel post. The benefits of this 
service are widely enjoyed by the 
people of foreign countries and should 
be provided in the United States. The 
department not only renews its rec- 
ommendation of last year for legisla- 
tive authority to start a parcel post 
on rural routes, but asks a similar au-

That Judge Richard B. Russell, de- 
feated local-option candidate for gov- 
ernor, should resign his position as an 
appellate court judge was the declara- 
tion made by Dr. Len G. Broughton in 
his sermon at the Baptist Tabernacle 
last night. * 

Dr. Broughton declared that when 
Judge Russell went down in defeat at 
the polls Thursday local option also 
went down with him forever more in| 
Georgia and that Judge Russell should 
not now presume to sit on the bench 
of one of the highest courts of the 
state and sit in judgment on a law 
which he has publicly made sport of 
and laughed at and which he declared 
could not be .enforced. 

Two Startling Things. 

“Two things which I might term 
as startling happened while I was 
absent in London on my two months’ 
vacation,” began Dr. Broughton at the 
opening of his sermon. 

“One was, on the day I landed in 
London the king and queen left the 
city without saying anything to me 
about it or without notifying me that 
they were going away. 

“The other thing was that on the 
day before I landed in Atlanta on 
my return you elected a governor— 
also without saying anything to me 
about it. Fd 

“If you had asked me I would not 
have named the man you named. Had 

been here I would certainly have 
voted for Pope Brown, the prohibitior, 
candidate; I could not have done other- 
wise. 

“But there is one thing that I am 
grateful for as the result of that 
election, and which makes. me. su- 
premely happy—the fact that Judge 
Dick Russell was defeated and that 
when he went down local option went 
down with him forever more in a 98s 

gia. . 

“Now that he is defeated and that 
local optien has been “defeated along 
with him, he can do no less than 
resign his place as a member of the 
court of appeals. 

Should Not Pass on Law. 

“Judge Russell should not resume 
his place on this court to sit in judg- 
ment on the law which he.has ridi- 
culed, laughed at and made sport of 
and declared could not be enforced. 

“IT would like to discuss this ques- 
tion at more length,” said Dr. Brough- 
ton, “but I will not take up your 
time with it at this time.” 

Dr. Broughton was greeted by an 
audience that overflowed the: auditori- 
um and when he asserted that Judge 
Russell should resign there was an 
outburst of applause. 

After making his brief statement 
about the election, Dr. Broughton pro- 
ceeded with his sermon, which dealt 
with the necessity for a universal 
awakening of the church. 

It was announced that next Wednes- 
day evening the pastor will deliver an 
eddress dealing with his experiences in 
England, where he has just completed 
a two.months’ vacation.

any living thing in the mine: 
morning survived ithe terrific explo- 
sion of coal dust that wrecked the 
workings. 

For more than thirty-six hours every 
surviving miner in this region had 
toiled with. no thought of food, sleep 
or pay, to remove the debris and force 
fresh air into the innermost recesses 
of the mine. They practically have 
penetrated to the main entry head, 
nearly three miles in. Tomorrow they | 
expect to be ready to work the cross 
entries in which the other bodies have 
undoubtedly been cast by the force 
of the blast. 

Black Damp Develops.

widow and two children. 
There ig hardly a family in the en- 
tire Coal Creek valley that has not 
felt the icy touch of death. The prob- 
lem of caring for the widows and 
orphans will be a grave one, requir 
immediate solution. Certainly Bric y 
ville will be unable to care for ie!

Great Orowds Flock to Scene. 

Briceville was the mecca of innumer- 
able visitors from Knoxville Sunday. 
The early morning trains were taxed 
| to their capacity, one logal train, 
which ordinarily run as two coaches 
and a baggage car, was made up of 
twelve coaches, so great was the 
throng. In addition, the pike road, 36 
miles from ‘Knoxville to Briceville, 
was alive throughout the day with 
autoists going to and from. Many 
of the leading citizens were among 
the Briceville visitors, and they went 
among the lowly ang the sufferers, 
seeing for themselves the conditions 
and learning at first hand of the want 
and dire necessities for relief and suc- 
cor. 

It is estimated that not less than 
10,000 people came from a distance, and 
every form of transportation from 
walking to the automobile and the rail- 
road coach was resorted to. The few 
level places adjacent to .the mine re- 
' sombled the conventional country meet- 
ing house premises where teams of 
every character were hitched and au- 
tomobiles were “parked.” These con- 
tinued to come and go, even after the 
shadows of night had fallen. The fact 
that it was Sunday made it possible 
for many to visit the scene who other- 
wise woula not have been there, 
hence it was anticipated that 
Monday the throng of ' strangers 
about the mine and the town will be 
materially lessened. 

As visitors passed through the rug- 
ged roads of the village leading to the 
mine, none could fail to be impressed 
with the scenes of sorrow and _ the 
gravity of grief that was seemingly 
suffered, by women and children es- 
pecially. Almost every scanty home, of 
the type of box house that is conven- 
tional in mining districts and arrang- 
ed in rows of unbroken design, had its 
quota of little ones; many of whom 
were fatherless, though perhaps they 
did not realize it. Pinched-faced wo- 
men, whose lives have been confined 
to the mining zone and who have 
known little save their daily routine 
about their isolated homes, appeared 
as if they, too, had not awakened to 
a complete meaning of the conése- 
quences of the awful catastrophe, It 
seemed a second tragedy, awaited theni, 
when they should come into the com- 
plet> experience of what it means for 
the father or the brother or the hus- 
band or the sweetheart to have been 
snatchd from life into eternity, and 
without a moment’s warning either to 
him or his own.

Knoxville is sending 
assistance, and other cities are expect- 
ed to do lfkewise. 

It Was a “Dust Explosion.” 

It is generally believed that the dis- 
aster was due to a “dust explosion,” 
which it is claimed is occasioned from 
the presence of an excess of fine coal) 
and mine dust upon the floor of the 
mine. When the combination of gas 
and dust are ignited an explosion and 
concussion follows, with terrific furce 
and terrible effect. 

An undertaker who examined the 
corpses found in the mine strted that in 
every instanco the heads of the eight 
men were bruised as if they had been 
thrown violently against the ceiling of 
the mine or the timbers on the side 
walls, This, it is claimed,’ argues in 
favor of the “dust explosion” theory. 
The mine had passed official inspec- 
tions within the past few weeks, and 
was thought to be perfectly safe. In- 
vestigations are now being made with 
a view to definitely det2rmining. the 
cause Of the accident, if such is pos- 
cible,

“The Biblical character Thomas ecan- 
not be adequately estimated by the 
words, but it must be remembered that 
he, in the hour of danger, led the dis- 
ciples to join Jesus when He returned 
to Judea, where His death was being 
planned by enemies. ‘Let us go and 
die with Him,’ said Thomas; whose 
pessimism Was a more accurate meas- 
urement of the immediate circumstan- 
cee than the é6ptimism of his brethren. 

“My Lord and my God,’ was an of- 
ten expression of Thomas. It is a prof- 
itable and great step when a person 
posses from atheism to the confident 
persuasion that there is a God. But 
this position is not enough to steady 
uncertain steps and assure troubled 
and questioning spirits. They fali im- 
measurably below the plane on which 
a person is able to say with unaverring 
confidence: ‘My Lord and my God.’ Be- 
lief in a God is not to be despised; be- 
lief in the God is better, but best of 
all things is the knowledge which af- 
firms ‘My Lord and my God,’ 

“All life’s discipline and experience 
are intended to lead one through bDe- 
lief to knowledge of God. The stars 
of faith are morning stars, shining 
until the beatific vision -shall break 
upon you. 

“Pursue with absolute § intellectual 
integrity the quest and you will come 
to the goal. 

“To be able to say with all it implies 
at Thomas said: ‘My Lord and my God’ 
is to have accomplished the purpose of 
God, who made us to feel after Him so 
that happily we might find Him. To 
acknowledge God is to have found 
God, and to have found God is to be 
installed in eternal happiness.’’

Rev. H. H. Proctor preached at the 
First Congregationa] church, colored, 
last night on “The True Attitude of 
the Christian People Toward Crime and 
the Criminal.” His text was Matthew, 
5, xiii: “Ye are the salt of the earth.” 

Among other things, he said: 

“The attitude of the Christian people 
toward the criminal is a two-fold one. 
While they hate his crime, they must 
do all they can to make him better. 
When one has committed a crime, it 
should be the duty of every Christian 
to do what he ¢an to bring him to 
justice, Within the last few —anenne 
thirteen women have been slain inthis 
ecoramunity. Whether he views it from 
the point of view of the disturbance of 
domestig labor, the outraged majesty of 
the law or the deadening of the com-' 
mon conscience of the community, this 
must be a matter of deep concern to 
every Christian in this community.

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FOSTER SCORES 
WEST END SINS 
Pastor of Christian Church 


Says We Are Divided 
in Church Life. 


In his sermon at the West End Chris- 

tion church Sunday evening, Dr. Foster 
discussed the sins of West End. It 
was stated that the section is free 
from most of the grosser sins, and that 
its chief faults are: An unwelcomed 
Christ, an unclaimed crown, a divided 
ehurch, a hardened conscience, an ef- 
feminate church and a neglected Bible. 
The pastor’s remarks were in part as 
follows: 

“West End is to have one main high- 
way to the park; it has one men’s and 
one women’s civic improvement club; it 
is served by one street railway system; 
it uses almost exclusively one telephone 
service; it has one political party, set- 
tling all its important matters in its 
primaries; it has one school system, 
with little or no waste in school build- 
ings, officers and teachers; its dead 
are interred in one cemetery; its citi- 
zens worship one God and aspire to one 
heaven. , 

“In these matters we are one, but in 
our church life we are divided. In- 
stead of the one church that Christ 
plaated, wearing the name his apostles 
sanctioned and practicing the ordi- 
nances as He commanded, and the 
ereed and discipline that are divinely 
sanctioned, we have seven bodies wear- 
ing seven names, practicing varied 
ordinances and employing contradictory 
creeds. Each of these churches is em- 
ploying a preacher and a janitor and 
maintaining a separate house; and 
there aré as Many missions as self- 
supporting churches. Each church has 
a separate way leading to the same 
destination, and the intelligent friends 
of each claim that their course should 
be preferred; whereas Christ outlined 
but one way. And.these divisions are 
tolératedl ‘ahd. approved though Christ 
prayed in -his hour of sorrow in Geth- 
semane that the disciples might be 


one, and Paul states that there should 


bé Ho divisions among us, but that we 
should be perfected in the same mind 
and the same judgment.” “

After He Has Finished Giving 
Evidence—He’ll Be Taken 
to Indianapolis. 


Los Angeles, Cal, December 10.— 
Ortie E. McManigal will be taken to 
Indianapolis within a few days to tell 
the federal grand jury there what ‘he 
knows of the alleged dynamiting con- 
Spiracy, the first chapter of which was 
closed today with the placing of James 
B. and John J. McNamara in the San 
Quentin state penitentiary. 

Just when, McManigal will leave 
here has not been determined, but 
he will be in Indianapolis by December 
22, the federal grand jury being schéd- 
uled to begin its probe there on ‘De- 
cember 14, 

Oscar Lawler, the government's spe- 
cial prosecutor, may. go to Indianapolis 
to assist in the case. The investigation 
may be concluded here this week. 

The investigation here is aimed at 
less than five persons, while ‘the In- 
dianapolis inquiry is expected to bring 
into the limelight at least a dozen. 
Indianapolis, therefore, will be ‘the 
center of the government’s investiga- 
tion. 

These facts were learned today after 
a canvass of those who have had much 
to do with the McNamara case here 
and who will continue to work on it. 
Partial confirmation came from Mce- 
Manigal himself at the county jail to- 
day when he said: 

“Till tell any grand jury anywhere 
everything that I know. I have noth- 
ing to conceal and I shall consider it 


-my duty to give the authorities all 


information in my possession,” 

McManigal will be accompanied when 
he leaves here by Malcolm McLaren, 
the detective who arrested him in De- 
trpit last April and who has been with 
him since, spending days at a time 
with him. It is to McLaren that Mc- 
Manigal has given his real confession. 

McManigal after his trips around the 
country giving testimony probably 
will be released. He will be closely 
guarded, however, at all times and his 
trip across the country will. be in 
secret. 

Twenty-five witnesses are expected 
to appear before the grand jury here 
this week. ‘Interest will center in the 
appearance of some of San Francisco's 
labor leaders who have been subpoena- 
ed, but by the end of the week all im- 
portant points in the McNamara case 
will have been settled... Indictments 
are not expected before January. 8, 
when the term of the present grand 
jury expires.

asked for the. appointment of delegates in accordance with the 
long-established custom of the state. The demand was as spon- 
taneous as it, is emphatic. Its significance cannot be misunder- 
stood. | ; 

It is answered by the cry that the wolves are on the track of 
the offending committee and that its official life is threatened. 

“It was elected for two years,” it is said—‘“and it would be revo- 
lution to call a convention to terminate its existence, whatever it 
has done.” oa 

Not attempting to justify the political piracy of the committee, 
those who see in the wave of public protest that is sweeping the 
state the possibility of engulfing its membership, now give utter- 
ance to a Macedonian cry for help—pleading that the committee 
be allowed to live out its allotted time,.and holding that a con- 
vention called for the purpose of dispossessing it would: both 
irregular and revolutionary. “Regularity” and “party custom” so 
recently defied by the committee has suddenly become an appealing 
virtue in its behalf. 

THE COMMITTEE'S LIFE IS NOT IN THE SLIGHTEST 
DANGER! Custom has given it a life of two years and IT WILL 
BE PERMITTED TO LIVE, UNMOLESTED to the end of its 
official existence. Piracy does not justify piracy. , 

Chairman J. R. Smith, of the J. M. Brown campaign commit- 
tee, correctly expresses the situation when he says that the demand 
for a state convention does not and should not involve the life of 
the committee. He properly recognizes the right of its claim that it 
should be permitted to live out its life. 

But he also very properly takes the position that there is noth- 
ing irregular nor alarming in the suggestion that at its meeting to- 
morrow the state committee be asked to call a state convention, 
not for the purpose of dispossessing the committee, BUT TO GIVE 
FORMAL UTTERANCE TO THE VERDICT OF THE PRI- 
MARY. 

And if the committee, taking just one wise step in its career, will 


heed this call of the people it can do so with the certainty that its 
credentials—soiled as they are—will not be withdrawn as much as 


they have been dishonored. So while the committee has arrogant- 
ly defied the authority of the people, it may rest assured that its 
own will be respected in a decent custom abiding way. 

BUT NEITHER CUSTOM, TRADITION NOR PARTY 
WELFARE DENIES THE RIGHT OF THE PEOPLE TO AS- 
SEMBLE: FOR THEIR OWN PROTECTION. 

If the committee should still deny them ‘the official sanction of | 
such a call in accordance with, time-honored party tradition, there is 
absolutely no reason why the people should not assemble of their 
own accord to discuss issues affecting their own welfare and with 
the view, not of lynching the committee, nor of denying its official: 
authority, but for the purpose of taking such steps as will, to say the 
least of it, put it beyond the power of any other state committee to 
defy the rights and the liberties of the people of the state. 

A convention with such a high purpose in view wouldn’t be 
such a bad thing after all!

HARVARD AND THE SUFFRAGETTES. 


In itself an incident of minor importance, it is to be regretted 
that the ruling powers of Harvard university saw fit to decline to 
permit Mrs. Pankhurst, the. British suffragette, to address the 
student body. The instinct to foster free speech, as strong in this 
country as in England, was roused sufficiéntly by this development 
to cause a large contingent of students to make protest, not only 
to the faculty, but as well to the ‘alumni. Had Mrs. Pankhurst 
been allowed to present her views, the occurrence would have 
passed without comment, and would probably now be a part of 
ancient history. As it is, a small and passing chapter is magnified 
out of all proportion to its importance, and the discussion of woman 
suffrage has been given an impteus in the east for which it would 
otherwise have waited a long time. 7 

It is not in accord with the traditions of the overwhelming 
majority of American educational institutions, much less one with 
the prestige of Harvard, to vield to conventional prejudice on an 
issue of this nature. The question of universal suffrage is now in 
the public eye as never before in our history. It is a subject for 
legitimate debate, one upon which the young and formative mind 
demands, and is entitled to, information. Had wise councils. pre- 
vailed, Mrs. Pankhurst would have been freely extended -the plat- 
form privileges of the university, and her appearance would now 
be a closed incident.

Mechanics Magazine.

It is the intertor filling be- 
tween these walls that is now, through 
the deadly effect of heat and cold and 
dryness and dampness attacking it al- 
ternately, beginning to disintegrate 
anf ooze out between the joints of the 
outer wall and the crevices made by 
the action of the elements.

STANLEY IS TART. 
TO PARSON GATES 


Refusal of Rockefeller’s Al- 
moner to Testify Draws . 
Sharp Note. 


Washington, December 10.—The re- 
fusal of John D. Rockefeler and his 
almoner, Rev. F. D. Gates, to accept 
the “invitation” of the house “‘steel 
trust” jnvestigating committe. to ap- 
pear and testify, drew a pointed and 
laconic note from Chairman Stanley, 
of the committee, today, Mr. Stan- 
ley sent Dr. Gates the following letter: 

“Sir: My recent communication to 
you was intended not to provoke a 
discussion of the value of the Merritt 
testimony or of your personal integri- 
ty, but to give you an opportunity te 
defend it.” 

There was no letter addresseed to 
Mr. Rockefeller. .The committee will 
resume its inquiry tomorrow. : 

Messrs. Rockefeller and Gates were 
not subpoenaed because of the penden- 
cy of a government suit against the 
United States Steel Corporation. 

Sherwood Pension Bill. 

Most of the congressional activity 
this week will be in committee, though 
the Sherwood pension bill is to be 
voted on by the houce Tuesday, and 
the urgent deficiency appropriation 
bilb probably will be passed before the 
holiday recess. Leaders in both houses 
appear to favor some form of service 
pension legislation. The Sherwood 
bill, the debate on which has been 
largely directed toward the efect on 
the presidential election, would involve 
expenditures estimated at from §$40,- 
000,000 upward for union veterans who 
served ninety days or more. 

The Russian passport question with 
the proposed. abrogation of the Rus- 
sian treaty of 1832, will be threshed 
out at a hearing before the house 
committee on foreign affairs tomor- 
row. Chairman Sulzer already has 
predicted that congress will act. 

As to Big Issues. 

Congress is in a lethargic condition 
regarding the big issues on which it 
will battle. Tariff and trust plans 
still are unshaped in committee. The 


house republicans are looking ahead ' 


to the tariff board’s report which is 
expected by the end of the week. The 
democratic house, through the ways 
and means committee, has agreed to 
defer action until the report is re- 
ceived, 

The senate is marking time on the 
house. The insurgent republican sen- 
ators are playing a waiting game. So 
far they have held no confference to 
shape their policies. The . emergence 
of tariff and trust legislation from 
the committee will give them their 
cue.

BUREAU REPORT 
ON COTTON CROP 


New . Orleans, December 10.—It is 
very difficult to say what is likely to 
happen in the cotton market this week 
because the government’s estimate of 
the crop will be issued on the opening 
of the session. The figures probably 
will govern the course of prices after 
that. The estimate will be put out by 
the department of agriculture at 1 
o’clock Monday, New Orleans time. The 
figures will count bales of 500° pounds 
weight and will not include linters. 
The trade expects about 14,760,000 
bales; anything under that level will 
have a bullish effect on prices, unless 
manipulation is used to control the 
market. Anything over 14,750,000 will 
Pprobably stimulate a great deal of 
short selling, as it would be contended 
that such figures confirmed large crop 
ideas. Both bulls and bears alike seem 
to expect the government to under. 
estimate the crop, as it has done in not 
a few years in the past. 

Tuesday will end the present gin- 
ning period, but it is hardly possible 
that the ginning returns from now 
on will have the effect they have had 
hitherto this season unless the gov- 
ernment estimate is very low and the 
ginners’ report shows that a mistake 
has been made, If the estimate fits 
in at all with what thé trade now 
thinks is logical, the ginners’ reports 
will be robbeg of much of their im- 
portance. 

The holiday period is near at hand, 
and this may restrict trading to some 
extent. Bears, however, predict much 
activity and aggressiveness on their 
sidé between now and New Year's.

Forces of United States, Scat- 
tered Over Country, With 
Lack of Resources, Would 
Prove Ineffective for Any

Washington, December 10.—In his 
annual report to the president today, 
Secretary of War Stimson declared 
that in the contingency of war with a 
first-class power’ would find the army 
of the United States practically un- 
prepared/s 

He attributed this largely to the 
fact that the army was “scattered dut 
over the country” in too many posts, 
and to a lack of reserves. The army 
on the peace footing habitually main- 
tained, with miniature companies and 
troops, he qharacterized as ineffective 
for any serious war service.

The report makes the somewhat | 
startling statement that at a ecinndenis 
tive estimate the expense per effect- 
ive rifleman in the United States 
army is between two and five times as 
much as any of the first class/powers 
on the continent of Europe. This 
comparison is made after excluding 
from consideration the higher pay and 
better subsistence that American sol- 
diers receive. This fact is stated as 
an illustration, Secretary Stimson de- 
clares, of the extravagance of the ex- 
isting system of wide distribution of 
the army. 


Rights of Porto Rico, 


Dealing with insular affairs, the 
secretary of war urges that the right 
of American citizenship be granted to 
the natives of Porto Rico. A Porto 
Rican traveling abroad now is literal- 
ly a man without a country, and Mr. 
Stimson says that a continued re- 
fusal to grant citizenship to the is- 
landers will “gravely wound the sensi- 
bilities of this loyal people.” The de- 
mand for citizenship of the Porto 
Ricans is entirely disassociated from 
any thought of statehood, and it ig 
asserted that neither in the United 
Staes nor in Porto Rico is there any 
contemplation of statehoog as the ul- 
timate form of government in the is- 
land. 

Congress is urged to express its 
wishes regarding the disposal of the 
unoccupied friar lands in the Philip- 
pines, to increase the limit of indebt- 
edness which may be incurred by the 
Philippine government for public 
works from, $6,000,000 to $15,000,000, to 
pass a Philippine naturalization law 
and to grant pensions to Americans 
who have served ten years in the is- 
lands. 

Secretary Stimson recommends that 
the permanent organization to oper- 
ate the Panama canal be established 
on a strictly business basis, ang not 
with the idea of uplifting or govern- 
ing a dependent people. The question 
of tolls, he believes, should be left 
to the determination of the president, 
based upon acquired experience, Amer- 
ican shipping should be granted prac- 
tically free use of the canal. The in- 
terstae commerce commission should 
extend its jurisdiction over the new 
transcontinental route through = the 
waterway and to regulate rates, thus 
preventing the great railway interests 
from exercising control. While the 
government should build ang operate 
dry docks, repair sheps and coaling 
stations along the canal, Secretary 
Stimson urges the opportunity be ead 
fered for the sale of coal and other 
supplies by private persons. } 


Dead Wood in Army. 


Secretary Stimson takes a stand with 
his predecessors, Root, Taft, Wright | 
and Dickinson, in favor of a system 
of selection in making .army promo- 
tions instead of complete reliance ypon 
the rule of seniority. He notes a dis- 
tinct improvement in the personnel, 
but declares that there is much dead 
wood in the army and many backward 
tendencies. 

The army posts as at present located 
are declared to be wholly unfit and to 
lead to great extravagance. They were 
originally in many cases located with 
reference to possible Indian troubles 
and few of them are in positions suited 
to meet the strategic needs of national 
action or defense. The average num- 
ber of companies to each of the forty-| 
nine posts is only nine. | 

“In short,” says the secretary, “we 
have scattered our army over the 
country as if it were merely groups of} 
local constabulary instead of a nation- 
al organization. The result is an army 
which is extraordinarily expensive to 
maintain, and one whose efficiency for 
the main purpose of its existence has 
been nullified so far as geographical 
location can nullify it. It is true 
that the small units into which it has 
thus been subdivided have as a whole 


extent. . But for the remote 
contingency by which a national army 
must be always judged, namely the 
contingency of a war with a first- 
class power, the army is practically 
unprepared.” 

Calling attention to the fact that 
upwards of $94,000,000 has been spent 
on existing army posts and that the 
profit which each post furnishes to 
neighboring communities causes strong 
local pressure against any change in 
lecation, the secretary declares that 
nevertheless steps have been taken, 
and others are in the course of prose- 
cution, to correct as far as possiMe 
these faults of organization. 


Move Cavalry South. 


It is also in contemplation to r>- 
move the cavalry situated in the far 
northern posts to the southward, subd- 
stituting infantry for them. The Texas 
maneuvers have shown the admirable 
adaptation of the southwestern states 
for eavalry training and drill at a'l 
seasons, whereas in the far north, for 
many months in the year it is. impos- 
sible to drill out of dvors. 

The secretary cominits himself wun- 
qualifiedly to the theory that it is a

Army Ineffective. 


“The army on the peace footing in 
which we habitually -ynatntain it, with 
its miniature companies .and troops.” 
the secretary continues, “is ineffective 
for any serious war service. Not only 
this, but the lesses which are certain 
to take place during the first six 
months of operation will amount to .a 
very large percentage of the army 
strength. It is therefore absolutely 
imperative that’ provision should be 
made, by an adequate system of regu- 
lar reserves, to fill up and maintain 
this first line of defense during the 
necessary time that must elapse while 
we are preparing and mobilizing in 
the shape of our militia and volun-| 
teers. . If the time with the 
colors were shortened, say to two 
years, and the same_ system of re- 
serves created, I believe that the 
system could be inaugurated at much 
less expense than our present estab- 
lishment; and I believe it could be 
done without” any impairment of the 
efficiency and training of the regular 
army, provided we eliminated some of 
our present wasteful methods of dif- 
fusion and concentrated our mobile 
army into units which would permit 
of effective training and Grill.” 


Army Prison Reform. 


The secretary denounces as bad and 
short sighted a system which falls 
to distinguish between hardened crim- 
inals and thoughtless offenders against 
military law and declares for immedli- 
ate radical revision and reform in the 
army prisons. 

As a Measure of economy and sound 
practice, the consolidation of the quar- 
termastér’s, subsistence and pay de- 
partments into one general supply 
corps, is suggested with the assertion 
that the immediate result will be the 
ma of half a million dollars annu- 
ally. 

The secretary confirms his preceding 
declaration in favor of a thorough im- 
partial test of the system of scientific 
management at the ordnance factories 
and arsenals. 

Secretary Stimson joins nearly all of 
the other cabinet officers favoring a 
system of retirement and pension of 
employees of the federal government 
when they reach a condition of im- 
paired usefulness after years of faith- 
ful service.

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Re-Hearing of Famous Case 
Marts in Americus Court 


Mystery of Death of - Young 
Bride No Nearer Solution. 
No New Evidence Known. 
Accused Husband Hopes for 
Acquittal This Time. 


Americus, Ga., December 10.—(Spe- 
cilal.)—With 120 jurors summoned to 
court here Monday morning, there will 
be little difficulty expérienced in select- 


Childers for the second time within 
the space of three months upon the 
charge of murder growing out of the 
tragic death of hig young wife at 
Smithville, Ga. in August last. The 
extra jurors were drawn last evening 
and the Childers case will be taken 
up the first thing tomorrow morning, 
Judge Z. A. Littlejohn presiding. 

The Childers case, it will be recalled, 
was ordered transferred from Lee to 
Sumter county on Tuesday last by an 
order of the court granting a change 
of venue. This action of the court was 
taken at instance of the county com- 
missioners of Lee county, who sent a 
lengthy petition to Judge Littlejohn 
last week requesting the removal of 
the case to another county, as it .was 
feared another trial in Lee would re- 
sult in a mistrial, as did the first trial 
at Leesburg in October last. 

Hope for Acquittal. 

Mr. Childers was brought to Amer- 
icus last Tuesday and ig now in jail 
here. His friends confidently hope for 
an acquittal at this trial of the case. 

A half-hundred witnesses from Lee 
county, among them several ladies who 
testified at the trial at Leesburg in 
October, will come to Americus tomor- 
row morning to tell again their story 
connected with the death of Mrs. M. S. 
Childers from poisoning. The evidence 
in the trial here will be well nigh 
identical with that already adduced 
ang published, as no further develop- 
ments have been made in the interim, 
so far as the public is advised. 

There is still the mystery—the lack 
of motive attacheq to the alleged act 
of young Childers for the death of 
his wife, a bride of a few months only. 
The prosecution has failed to supply 
this deficiency ang the public can as- 
cribe no reason as to why the young 
husband would ruthlessly kill the 
beautiful bride-wife, if he committed 
the crime as charged, and for which 
he has been once tried. 

No Additional Evidence. 

All the evidence brought out in the 
first hearing of the case wag largely 
circumstantial, and there is probably 
no stronger testimony to offer to- 
morrow. 

Mr. Childers shows little effect of 
his confinement of four months in jail. 
He is a former resident of Americus, 
and, with members of his father’s fam- 
lly, is highly esteemed. He is very 
hopeful that the dread charges against 
him will soon be disproven, and that 
he may eat his Christmas dinner with 
his parents, in their home here, instead 
of as a prisoner in jail, held upon the 
charge of murder. 

Hon. Frank A. Hooper, of Atlanta, 
former solicitor general of this judicial 
circuit, will appear in the trial here 
this week as associate counsel for Mr 
Childers. —

Capital is not getting excessive re- 
turns in the cotton industry, and, 
should there be a drastic cutting of 
the tariff, labor would at least cave 
to share with capital in the resultant 
loss. With raw cotton at the present 


American-made cotton goods cheaper, 
while at the same time labor is to 
continue to receive its present compen- 
sation and capital a reasonable return 
cn its investment. We can have 
Cheaper cotton govuds, but they will be 
made in Bngland or Germany, with 
the result not simply of a cut in wages 
among American cotton operatives, but 
the loss of a job by about one-half of:

An attempt to absorb immediately 
under one sweeping order the entire 
parcel business of the country would, 
be a dangerous experiment for our, 
postal service, That the difficulties of' 
such a plan may be avoided the de- | 
partment favors a more gradual nor} 
troduction of’a parcel post. To bring 
the issue clearly before congress, three!

the initial expense of introducing a | 
parcel post on rural routes and in the 
city delivery service, respectively, and| 
the third item to meet the cost of au 


investigation looking to the final ex- 
tension of the service to the railways 
ind other transportation lines. If con- 
gress will grant without delay the nec- 

ary appropriations it is believed 
that before the end of another year 
@ satisfactory parcel post can be or- 
ganized on rural routes and in cities 
with a carrier service, thus paving the 
way for the final step in the organiza- 
tion of a general parcel post. 


* Readjustment.of Postage Rates. 


Next to the question of establishing 
& parcel post, the most important pos- 
tal problem to be considered by con- 
Srese at the coming session will be 
that of readjusting postage rates. In 
the last two annual reports of the de- 
partment attention was directed to the 
S@reat loss sustained in handling sec- 
ond-class mail at the present low rate 
of 1 cent a pound. In view of the 
large profit accruing, on the other 
hand, from first-class mail it war 
pointed but that a readjustment of 
rates on the basis of cost would 
eventually permit the adoption of 1 
cent postage for letters. 

As the first step in that direction 

the department suggested that the 
postage rate on second-class mail be 
increased 1 cent a pound, thus making 
@ flat rate of 2 cents a pound, which 
charge should be resarded as merely 
tentative, however, leaving for future 
determination such additional increase 
aa may be found necessary to meet 
the cost. It is hoped that the commis- 
Sion will look with favor. on this 
recommendation and that legislation 
Providing for its adoption wil) be en- 
acted by congress. 
* In the last annual report it was rec- 
ommended that the franking privilege 
De discontinued and that legislative 
authority be granted for the use of 
Special enevelopes and stamps in the 
free transmission of official mail, such 
enevelopes and stamps to be furnished 
On requisition through the agency of 
the postoffice department. It is to be 
hoped that favorable action on 
recemmendation will be taken 
comihe segsion. 


Shipment of Periodicals by Freight. 


Among the measures adopted by the 
department during the year that will 
materially redwee the annual cost of 
Carrying second-class mail is that of 
Shipping monthly and semi-monthly 
beriodicals by fast freight. The plan 
{fs being put Into successfu] operation 
Without serious inconvenience to pub- 
lishers or subscribers. It will not only 
result in a large saving to the govern- 
ment by utilizing a less expensive 
method of shipment, but what is still 
more important to the business inter- 
ests of the country it will. insure a 
quicker handling of first-class mail. By 
taking out of the railway postoffice 
Cars the heavy periodical matter for- 
merely sorted en route a more rapid 
Gistribution of letters is made possible. 
rhus the new method of shipping cer- 
tain periodicals will mean greater ef- 
ficiency in the handling of a class of 
mail that is far more important to the 
public. The saving from the new plan 
when in full operation will amount to 
several million dollars a year. 


Readjustment of Railway Mall 


Another problem of great conse- 
quence to the postal service that 
should be acted on by congress dur- 
ing the coming session is the com- 
ensation of the railways for carrying 
he mails. During the year the depart- 
ment completed the investigation be- 
Sun early in the administration with 
the object of determining what it costs 
the railways to perform this service, 
and the report of the inquiry was gub- 
mitted to congress on the 12th of Au- 
gust last. 

As a result of the inquiry the im- 
portance of making some change in 
the method of fixing railway mail pay 
became apparent, and the department, 
after giving the subject careful con- 
Bideration, decided to urge the aban- 
donment altogether of the present plan 
of fixing such compensation on the 
basis of weight of the mails carried, a 
plan that has proved to be exceeding- 
ly expensive and in other respects un- 
satisfactory. In substitution for this 
method the department recommended 
a plan by which the compensation 
should be determined on the basis of 
the amount of space required in cars 
for the handling of the mails, making 
proper allowances of course for the 
extent and frequency of the service 
erformed. The new plan, if author- 

ed by congress, will require the rail- 
Way companies each year to report ex- 
actly what it costs them to carry the 
mails, this cost to be apportioned on 
the basis of the car space provided, 
and payment to be allowed at the rate 
thus determined in amounts that will 
cover the cost and 6 per cent profit. 

if congress gives the recommenda- 
tion of the department in this regard 
its favorable consideration and author- 
izes a readjustment of railway mall 
pay in the manner suggested, it is be- 
jieved that the resulting saving to the 
government will amount annually to 
about $9.000,000. 

Reorganizing Railway Matl Service. 


Following the inquiry into the cost 
of transporting mall on the railroads, 
the department started a thorough in- 
vestigation of the railway mall serv- 
ice. In certain Dranches of that serv- 
ice most ungatisfactory conditions 
were disclosed as the result of 
ffcient management. 

The reports of the inspectors who 
made the investigation showed that 
the wovernment had been paying large 
sums for car space that was not prop- 
erly utilized, indicating a lack of prop- 
er supervision on the part of the of- 
ficers of the service. Owing to the 
conditions disclosed by the investiga-

tion a thorough reorganization of the 
railway mail service has been under- 
taken. This reorganization, although 
not completed, has gone far enough 
to bring about a decided improvement 
ever the unsatisfactory conditions re-' 
ported. Unquestionably, the final re- | 
sult will mean a tremendous saving to} 
the government accompanied by im-; 
portant benefits to the employees of 
the service. 

In place of .the present methog of 
compensating rallway mail clerks, 
which is far from satisfactory, the de- 
partment wil! recommend to congress 
a new system of salaries that will 
insure regular promotions and a high- 
er maximum compensation for those 
who render efficient service. 

The plan of assigning to the railway 
mail cars new appointees without pre- 
yious experience in the postal service 
is to be abandoned, and hereafter the 
additional clerks required on the cars 
will be recruited from the trained em. 
ployees of the postoffices. 


City Delivery Service. 


Important changes were also 
during the year in the city 
Service. A reduction in the number 
of deliveries for the residential dis- 
tricts of certain cities resulted in some

the department. In each case the ob- 
ject was to permit the redistribution 
of the carrier service so as to make it 
more effective as a whole.. The cur- 
tailment of too frequent deliveries in 
residential sectiong enabled the de- 
partment to provide more deliveries in 
business districts. This policy is al- 
most universally approved by business 
men, who are willing to have fewer 
deliveries at their residences in order 
to obtain more frequent service at 
their places of business. As already 
pointed out, the city delivery service 
has been greatly extended in the last 
two years, during which period letter 
carriers have been placed on duty for 
the first time in 186 additional cities. 


Rural Mail Service. 


The consolidation of the rural de- 
livery and star route services, to 
which reference was made in the last 
annual report, has proved to be most 
beneficial. It has enabled the depart- 
ment to extent mail delivery to many 
thousands of additional patrons by a 
rearrangement of established routes 
with little increase in the annual rate 
of expenditure. Much needless dupli- 
cation of service, which it was difficult 
to prevent with two independent sys- 
tems of rural delivery, has been elimi- 
nated since their consolidation. Under 
the new plan of organization the rural 
mail service is being rapidly extended. 


Aeroplane Mall Service. 


The first aerial disaptch of United 
States mall occurred in September last, 
when 43,000 pieces were carried from 
Aeroplane Postal Station No. 1, on 
Nassau boulevard, to Mineola, Long 
Island. The progress being made in 
the science :, aWlation encourages the 
hope that ultimately the regular con- 
veyance of mail by this means may be 
practicable. Such a service, if found 
feasible, might be established in many 
districts where the natural conditions 
preclude other means of rapid trans- 
portation. 

Annual Vacations. 


The department again renews its 
recommendation that a law be enacted 
authorizing the allowance of thirty 
days’ annual leave of absence with 
pay to postoffice clerks, to city letter 
carriers andto such railway postal 
clerks as are required to work six days 
a week throughout the year. While 
the granting of the proposed leave will 
naturally entail considerable addition- 
al expense, it is believed that the cost 
will be more than offset by the greater 
efficiency to be expected under a law 
so beneficial to the healtn and spirit 
of the employees affected. 


Relief From Sunday Service. 


An order was put into effect during 
the year that has reduced to a mini- 
mum the employment of postoffice 
clerks and letter carriers on Sunday. 
The few employees who are obliged to 
report on the Sabbath to make a neces- 
sary distribution of important letters 
are now granted compensatory time on 
other days of the week equal to the 
period of Sunday service. The arrange- 
ment by which the amount of Sunday 
work in postoffices is thus reduced has 
been received with great favor by the 
employees and with little objection 
from the patrons of the service. 


Pensions for Old Employees. 


While the compensation of postal 
employees has been considerably in- 
creased during the last few years, it 
is hardly more than sufficient to meet 
ecessary living expenses, and conse- 
quently does not permit the putting 
aside of any considerable savings 
against old age. It is believed that a 
civil pension based on length of em- 
ployment should be granted by the 
government. Benefits to the service 
far outweighing the expense of such 
pensions wculd undoubtedly result. 

Fraudulent Use of Mails. 

The department's crusade against the 
fraudulent use of the mails, began in 
1910, has Detn aggressively continued, 
last year the inspectors assigned toa 
this work investigated a great variety 
of cases ranging from petty schemes 
for the cotumiutmenr of fraud on a small 
scale of gigantic projects involving 
the sale vf worthless stock in Imag- 
inary militias companies and other fic- 
retitious concerns. There were alto- 
gether 52¥ cunvictions have been al- 
cases 184 convictions have been al- 
ready secuied, with but twelve acquit- 
tals Most of the pending cases will 
come to trial during the current fisca) 
veal The ewindlers thus indicted had 
fraudulent'y obtained from the public 
Inany militons of dollars. Reports 
from the «a-sge cities indicate that 
numerous coneerns. utilizing the mails 
in a questionable manner have gone 
out of business as the result of the 
department's vigorous crusade. The 
publicity given the prosecutions 
through the daily press al! over the 
country has been of great value in 
preventing innocent persons from be- 
ing defrauded. 

Many inspectors have been employ- 
ed solely in the investigation of cases 
involving the frauduient use of the 
mails and thus their attention has 
been diverted from the important work 
of scrutinizing the routine operations 
of the postal service. It is believed 
that the handling of all such fraud 
cases should be assigned to the agents 
of the department of justice, thus re- 
lieving the postoffice inspectors of 4 
responsibility the discharge of which 
seriousiy interfers with their usual du- 
ties.

Presidential Primaries, 

The question of presidential prima- 
ries and promised to be the most inter- 
esting and far-reaching in its politi- 
cal effect of any to be brought before

that the primary system, if adopted at 


this time, might cut of the Hoss bility 
of nominating the former president for 
a second elective term. At presiden- 
tial primaries the voters would be 
called upon to elect delegates to sup- 
port certain announced candidates. 
This would mean, as the situation now 
appears, 
Taft and Senator La Follette. 

No attempt is being made here to 


disguise the fact that there is a well- | 


defined movement in favor of the 
nomination of Colonel Roosevelt. 
men behind this movement feel that 
their hope of success lies in working 
up the proper amount of sent ment 
between now and the time of the con- 
vention. They do not believe the sit- 
uation, as they would like it, will have 
time to crystalize prior to the holding 
of primary elections by certain of the 
western states. Thus, states where 
they would look for the strongest 
Roosevelt sentiment might be compell- 
ed to record their preference for some 
other candidate. Neither do they be- 
lievee Colonel Roosevelt could be in- 
duced to announce .uimself as a candi- 
date, and thus permit votes to be cast 
for him. its nomination, they say, 
must com through an outburst of en- 
thusiasm at the convention itself. 
Behind the Roosevelt Phase. 

Behind the Roosevelt phase of the 
situation, however, there seems to be 
a very general sentiment among the 
members: of the national committee 
that they have no right, or at least 
that it would be decidedly tmpolite, as 
a central body, to dictate to the states 
what they should or should not do. 
Each state, it was argued, shoulg be 
free to determine the manner of choos- 
ing delegates. 

Consequently it appears certain now 
that the only resolution on the sub- 
ject that will be adopted by the com- 
mittee will be one to the effect that 
“delegates to the national convention 
shall be chosen putsuant to the law's 
of the various states,” and under the 
authority of the republican state Cen- 
tral committees. Six states thus far 
have adoptea presidential preference 
primaries—North Dakota, Wisconsin, 
Nebraska, Oregon, New Jersey and 
South Daktota. 

While Chicago seems to have been 
determined upon definitely as the con- 
vention city, the champions of St. 
Louis, Denver, Cincinnati, Philadelphia 
and Baltimore have by no means aban- 
doned the fight. They undoubtedly will 
put in a formal bid for the conven- 
tion. 

St. Louis has been the most formid- 
able rival of Chicago, with the claims 
of Denver and Cincinnati being next 
most prominently presented. Baltimore 
and Philadelphia have been discussed 
only during the past day or two. Bal- 
timore is regarded as a much more 
likely candidate for the democratic na- 
tional convention, the time and place 
of which will be decided at a meeting 
of the democratic national committee 
in this city January 8. 

Last Week in June. 

While the last week in June seems 
to be favored as the best time for 
holding the republican convention, the 
one obstacle to so early a date is the 
presidential primaries which are to be 
held in South Dakota on June 4. There 
is a rule that delegates to the conven- 
tion must be selected at least thirty 
days prior to the convention, to give 
ample authority for the adjudication 
of contests. It is likely that an order 
will be issued waiving this rule in the 
case of South Dakota, or any other 
states which find it impossible or in- 
convenient to select their delegates 
before June 1, so as not to carry the 
convention date over into January. 

The subcommittee, of which Colonel 
New is understood to be slated for the 
chairmanship, probably will be author- 
ized to name both the temporary and 
permanent chairman of the conven- 
tion. Because of the great power de- 
volving upon it, there may be a lively 
contest over the personnel. 

Several changes have been made in 
the national committee in the past four 
years, theough deaths or resignations.
